The Alberta farmer is setting out 
to seed his 1934 crop, an undertaking 
which requires the drilling of some 


eleven and one-half million acres of | 


land. It may be considerably less 
this year due to the five years of 
hard times, drouth, frost, hail, grass- 
hoppers, cutworms, gophers, sawflies, 
and also prices that. represented a 
continuous loss and steady inroads in- 
to farm capital.

How to Start Keeping Bees 


Bue to an increasing demand and 
the good prices received for honey 
many people are attraited to beekeep- 
ing as a means of making a livelihood 
or supplementing a reduced income 
from others sourees. Beekeeping, 
however, like all other lines of en- 
deavor requires experience to make 
it a successful undertaking, and many 
a beginner has finally given up in 
disgust just for the want of it. De- 
tails of management eannot be given 
in such an article as this but to gain 
experience in the manipulation of 
bees the beginner is well advised to 
spend at least one full season working 
with an experienced beekeeper before 

‘purchasing bees for himself. Fail- 
ing this the next best method is te ob- 
tain one or two colonies, a good text 
book and to visit nearby beekeepers 
as often as possible.’ A beginner is 
often mislead into buying his first 
lot of bees during late summer or in 
the fall, this is a mistake and likely 
to cause a lot of trouble and possible 
loss of the colonies. The best time 
of the year to start beekeeping is dur- 


ing the spring, for if anything is 
‘ 


wrong im the colonies it ean be recti- 
fied during the.summer but not dur- 
ing the winter. Often bees are pur- 
chased by a beginner as a bargain 
when a little experience would show 
that they would be an expensive gift. 
Never buy bees unless they are in 
movable frame hives of not Jess than 
ten frame size, and that they are 
absolutely free from disease. Purth- 
ermore, be sure that each colony is 
headed with a good queen. Do not 
buy colonies of bees from. a nearby 
beekeeper and move them during the 


active season, for if you do,.the field | | 


force of the colony will return to their 
old home and your eolony will be left 
in a weak ¢onditfon. To, prevent 
this the colonies should be moved for 
at least two miles. A new swarm 
can be moved anywhere. All the way 
through the active season there are 
problems of manipulation upon which 
almost everyone is anxious to give 
the beginner some advice which if 
accepted more often than not leads 
to trouble. Get all the experience you 


can before. starting, and if in doubt}, 


write to the Bee Division Central Ex- 
perimental Farm, Ottawa, for inform- 
ation.
